Recently a largo cumber o! farmers 


met in convention at Sou'h Bristol, 
Massachusetts, oud unanimously adopt- 
d tho following resolution: 
We hereby agree ueither to buy nor 


136 for any purposes whatever the plu- 
mage ot birds which have teen killed 
solely for decoration. And we presume 
io exercise all our lulluence to further 
tno object of this pledge, which is the 
preservation of song birds. 


A similar resolution hns boen adopted 


by a convention in Ohio.wbish was com- 
posed of farmers, business men, me- 
chanics and professional men. In a re- 
cent issue ot Science is found au article 
devoted to tho reckless 
slaughter o" 


American sinning birds. It states that 
one dealer during a recent trip of three 
mouths to South Carolina, prepared the 
skins ot not less than 11,018 birds, aud 
an agent of a millinery house gave an 
order to Texas gunners for tlio plumes of 
10,000 whit« egrc-ta, beautiful creatures 
which, like our northern gulls, enliven 
the abort-s by their graceful flight. 
In a 


single season -10,000 terus were killed on 
Cape Uod for hat trimmings, and tbo 
butchery is carried on in the Minio way 
in many other localities.

of birds. It is not a wanton disregard of 
bird life or a heartless sacrifice to vanity 
that prompt women to bedeck themselves 
with the beautiful plumage of birds.buta 
thoughtlessness, perhaps, and because 
the fashion is almost universal. There is 
not ono •woman in a thousand who would 
kill her own bird tbnt she might wear its 
wiugs or tips tor personal adornment; 
but when tho birds are killed by the 
thousands in some far off state aud their 
handsome plumage placed on sulo in 
millinery 
stores, 
the

ttint 
the 


beautiful little creatures who did noth- 
ing worse than sing the nongn of the 
morning in forests, lields and orchardei 
were slaughtered that fashion might hold 
its sway. 


Conventicns may cry against the ruth- 


less practice of murdering Amor;oau song 
birds, bnt there does not seem to bo any 
practical way out ot the mischief i^ 
causes. A dozen women hero or a dozen 
there declaring against it will not lessen 
the number ot birds slaughtered.

the fashion ot wearing wings and tips for 
personal adornment and you will pre- 
vent the killing of birds, but not other- 
wise.
